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j ever be restored. They who were directly in- 
terested in the preservation of slavery- were mad 
enough to adopt the scheme of rebellion pre- 
dicated upon it, and in so doing they arraved 
j the institution against the existence of the Gov- 
ernment itself, and, whether rightfully or not, 
the triumph of the Government has proved the 
I destruction of slavery. 

THE OOVfrrm TIONAI. AMENDMENT. 

The changed ckcutustances pertaining to 
| slavery hate convinced an overwhelming mi- 
| joriij of loyal men that the fundamental law of 
the nation should be so amend* d as to forever 
I prohibit slavery or involuntary servitude iu the 
United States and to this effect the Federa’ 
| Congress, by a vote in which judicious men of 
j all parties concurred . has presented to the State 
a Constitution-.! A'nen.’raent for their adopti-n 
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perfectly luinous, and ihat the sooner it is 
char red the sooner relief will come. It is idle, 
1 ven criminal, to lie in the slough of despond- 
ency and fill the air with unmanly croaking as 
to who is to blame for the present condition of 
slavery. II it the Ir'/itimate fruit of the rebellion , 
which has not only destroy ed the slavery sys- 
tem iu the States wiihin its control, but worked 
a revolution against the whole institution every- 
where: and the- decree is now registered, beyond 
revocation, that the people of the United States 
are to have no more quarrels on this subject to 
he ft tth J hereafter. Too long has this State for- 
gotten the instructions of the great commoner, 
Henry Clay, who, true to the teachings of the 
founders of the Republic, in the first State Con- 
vention seventy years ago, wisely foresaw the 
inevitable tendency of cotniug events aud advo- 
cat* d emancipation. Let Kentucky now listen 
to the admonitions of her immortal state- tnio, 
and, choosing the side of freedom, enrol h.:r-

This objection appears to 
ns eharly untenable. The amendment has been 
adopted by the requisite constitutional majority 
of tbngrese and presented to the States, and, 
‘when ratified by the Legislatures of three- 
feurths of the States, or by conventions in three- 
fourths thereof," the amendme nt will have been

Kentucky has lost by slavery and wjiat she may 
gain by bee: mir.g a free State.

Let ns comp-arc the results of the two 
sy stems of labor as exhibited respectively by 
OLio and Kentucky. Ohio was admitted into 
the Union ten years later than onr own Slate 
in d ilie ratural advantages of soil aud climate 
j 01 erred bv Kentucky ought to have given her 
enjerioiilv In the race. 

Cliio has an area of 39,t»CI square miles; Ken-

: nd the laws of the United States, which shall 
be made in pursuance thereof, Are., <S:c , shall 
be tie rvftren le laic of the land, and the judges in 
even State sha 1 be bound thereby, anything in 
the Constitution or laws of any State to the con- 
trary notwithstanding ” Here is a straightfor- 
ward, speedy, and legitimate mode of disposing 
of slavery in Kentucky.

The great scarecrow of an idle, free negro 
population will soon disappear and cease to 
disturb the public mind. The freed negroes, if 
industrious, will be needed as laborers; bnt, if 
they will not work, the inevitable laws which 
control population and emigration of white 
laborers w ill push them out of the way. 

XKHRO SUFFRAGE. 

The apprehension expressed bv some, that, by 
the adoption ofthc amendment, the Federal Gov- 
ernment v ill i-e Invested with power to Interfere 
with or control the status of negroes in the 
8tates, fuither than to prevent their re enslave- 
ment, is a mere cA : -a- ra, originating in n dis- 
torted c< nstnictlon f| f the enforcing s* ction of 
the amendment. The legal qualifications of the 
regrets in the respective States, when the con- 
dition of friedem shall be reached, will be 
wholly and exclusively within the jurisdiction 
of the respective States them-e'ves. 

The opponents of tire Constitutional Amend- 
ment pretend to have discovered a singoliriv 
odious objection to it in the power which, as 
they nree-t, the second section confers npon 
Congress. The first Fcction of the amend 
ment provides that •' neither slavery nor invol- 
untary servitude, except a« a panidiin nt 
for crime, whereof the party shall have 
been duly convicted, shall exist within the Unit- 
ed States or any place subject to th-4r jnrl -dic- 
tion," and the second section provides that 
"Congress shall have power to enforce this ar- 
ticle by appropriate legislnti'n ” 

The opponents of the amendment a=ret that 
the second section confers new pr.wtr upon tbs 
Federal Congress, and that this new power, in 
the largnage of the Lexington Observer and 
Tb porter, lias for it* ot ij ct “the political and 
social equality of the negro” with the white 
man. It ia asterted that under this section 
Corgress will have power to bestow the light 
< f stiff- age uj on the emancipated laves This 
objection, if tenable, w> tild be indeed a formi- 
dable one, but it i? founded in utter ignorance, 
r.ot only of 'ire real purport of the amendment, 
but of ( n- well-balanced syMetn of govern in nt 
it tif. In the first place, tbe second sccii no! 
the cmcniJir.ent docs not confer any new power 
upon Corgi ess. It is but a roiter.«ti m of the 
powers already conferred in the first article 
eighth section, and eighteenth sub-sectb>u ol 
tbe Federal Constitution, wuicu pr ivities that: 

Corgress shall have jiowcr to tnabe all law? 
which shall be necessary and proper fur carrvine 
into execution tbe foregoing powers ,m>i al! oth- 
ers rated by this Constitution in the G-m m 
ment ot the United States, or in any department 
or officer thereof. 

The above clause of the Constitution resulted 
logically and necessarily from the establishment 
of the Government itself, and means simply 
that Congress si-all have power to carry the 
Federal Constitution into effect. If, therefore 
the second section of the amendment now pro 
pc-std had not been inserted. Congress wonl ; be 
enabled, under powers already conferred upon 
it, t« carry into effect the full mennirg of Un- 
amend ment, viz: the prohibition of “slavery or 
involuntary servitude” within the United States 
To enforce freedom from ‘Involuntarily servi- 
tude" by “appropriate legislation”— tbe crain- 
ci| ation of the slaves — is the full extent of thi- 
an.ei dment Tbe second section, though it 
might as well have been dispensed with, w;-s 
insetted *0 avoid all disputation as to the power 
of the Fideial Government to “enforce" thi 
freed- -m secured by the firet section, aud to re 
move nil question as to whether the enforce- 
ment of it should lie with the States rcspective- 
ly or with Congress. It merely cuts off all cav- 
illing as to what power shall enforce the eman- 
cipation oi slavery. When “involuntary servi- 
tude” ends, the powerto “enforce” i* expended 
and nothing more remains to be done under the 
article. 8i onld any State, however, after ratifi- 
cation, attempt to evade or resist the emanci- 
pation declared by the article, Congnfcs may, 
by “appropriate legislation,” enforeSctnanci- 
puti n.

and Kentucky as the fourteenth. The former, 
in 18G0, had advanetd to the third rank, and 
ihe latter still held the ninth place — the same 
tbat she cecnpied scon after the census 1800. 

According to the census of lxqo, the lands of 
tbe two States respectively, stood ns follow?: In 
Ohio, of land improved, there were 12,665 5x7 
acres; of land unimproved X 075.551 acres; total, 
•20.741 1FK; cash value ofthc whole, $666, 561,171. 
In Kenlucky, e-f lard improved, there 'V tc 
7.1-44 217; of isi d unimproved, 11.519 039; tot il, 
19163.816; cosh value of the whole $291,496,- 
•.155. Tl-ese figures clearly demonstrate the su- 
perior industrial energies ef Ohio over thi Stale 
of Kentucky. 

In Ohio, in 1800, the real estate and per, one! 
property was estimated at $1 193 898 422. ard 
tic annual product* of industry were $125 OQo,- 
(KO. In Kentucky the real estate and personal 
properly was estimated at $66,043,112. and the 
arnual products of Industry were $86 330.000. 
These statistics show that Kentucky has nearly 
one third more of unimproved land than Ohio, 
and that the value of her farms is, on an average, 
a little more than fifteen dollars per acre, while 
ihe value of those in Ohio is thirty-two dollars 
per acre— more than double. The annual pro- 
ducts of Ohio are, al.=o, more than three limes 
as great as those of Kentucky. 

A comparison of the two States in respect to 
railroad facilities— these iron nerves of cim- 
n erce which, in modern times, control the 
world of trade — shows the following result bv 
tbe census of I860: In Ohio th- re are 2 999 45 
miles of railroad, the construction of which cost 
$111,896,330; in Kentucky there are 5G9 93 
miles of railroad, costing $19 068,477. In Ohio 
about 2,500 miles of these roads have been con- 
structed since 1850, and, during the same pe- 
riod, only 500 nilles have been constructed in 
our own State, showing a proportion of over five 
to ore. % 

Ferha]>s tbe most suggestive facts cx’uib 
ifed in tbe census of 1800 relate to the immigra- 
tion and emigration from those States respect- 
ively, ard the character of tbe elements 
cr mposing the same. The census of that 
-rear exhibits the following: The native 
immigrations into Ohio numbered 491,697, 
foreign 328,254, the total being 819 951. 
The emigrations from Ohio numbered 593.013 
The native immigrations into Kentucky for the 
fame period numbered 118.832, foreign 59 799, 
ihe total beirg 208,631. Tbe emigrations from 
Kentucky were 331,901.

Tbe practical and inevitable effect of this condi- 
tion of things was the ntter demoralization of 
slavery wherever onr armies advanced into the 
rebellion* Slates. This result, however, wa? 
not confined to the rebellions States, for it has 
been equally realiz'd in Man-land, Kentucky, 
and Missouri, the limits of which have been, 
from lime to time, tbe immediate scene of war. 
Tbe overthrow of slavery, as’was clearly fore- 
seen at the lx ginning. is one of the nnmis’.akihie 
i fl, ct* of the war. The relations essential to 
it* existence were ef jost such a character as to 
be fatal]' imperilled by rebellion, and. it may 
t* justly said, the insti union would have been 
sacrific'd even without the instrumentality of 
sjiecific war measure* aimed ag'inst it. One of 
the very last acts of the rebel Congress at Rich- 
mond, ( mpowerisg the enlistment of slaves into 
tbe rebel atmim, was a complete recognition of 
the death of the Institution. Thi* fact was pro- 
claimed by Senator Hunter, tbe most able and 
eminent pro-slavery leader in Virginia, aud it 
was fully acknowledged, afterward, in the re- 



Now here Is an express refusal by the conven- 
tion to iin pore u] on the power of amendment 
a retfiicti n that would have exempted the “in- 
ternal police” of the Slates from its operation 
The restriction was asked for as a concession to 
slavery, was opposed by Mr. Madison, and was 
voted down largely.

ir.in s which animate the Imperial Govern 
Dint towards the Government and people of 
the United Slates. In fact, tbe glorious tradi- 
tions, the importan.e whereof we maintain 
with pride, do not permit that France should 
ever be incifferent to the destinies of thk re 
public. Tbe immense interests which t er* 
day develop themselves more tullv will d aw 
tt get! tr mote and mote closely this noble and 
ancient alliance.

REMINISCENCES OF THE ELDER BOOTH. 

BT AS OLD STAGER. 

I knew Rrutn* Booth. 8r., in Baltimore. where 

his eceertridUos were better known, p-rb >rw, 
than in any other city. His freaks of insanitv, 
as they were celled, were so fami’Ur to the in- 
habitants of that cil* that hto mo*t absurd per 
UtruROicea excited but liule remark. 

A few remintooencee of his tnvsteri >u« con- 
' duct daring that |«riod may he read with in- 
terest. 

On a miserable December m i;-ning Booth r 
physician was sluing in his office on Gay street, 
when be heard some one come upon the stoop 
and thought from the peculiar slip-shod sound 
of the visitor's footsteps, that he was a negro 
slave. There was a deep snow on the ground, 
and a drizzling rain was now falling, which 
caused the streets to be in a deplorable condi 
tion. Tbe door wr* opened without knocking, 
and, instead of a slave, the great actor entered, 
with nothing upon his feet bnt a pair of thin 
stockings. Speaking in an earnest voice, and 
with that carious nasal twang for which he was 
remarkable, he asked the doctor If he could go 
aad see hi* father, who was very ill. He wa* 
answered in the affirmative, when the two at 
I otce started to a house several squares distant. 
Booth leading the wav. The doctor was on 
ducted to a room in the fourth story, in which 
there was no fire, and where, upon an humble 
couch, reposed the miserable man's sire, sleep- 
ing tbe t-Jeep of death He had been dead so 
long that tbe blood in his body was congealed 
\ ate tfce corpse was cold as ice. 

The doctor examined the bodv a moment and

"Mr. Booth, your father i« dead " 

“Can't yon do any thing for him?'' inquired

As soon as 
the actor was gone the vendor of bread untied 
j the handkerchief, and found that it coni lined a 
qnid of tobacco, an oy stcr shell, aud an old shoe, 
which he threw into the back * ard.
